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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION

In response to the Office Action, dated 19 November 2009, Applicants herewith 
elect the invention of Group I (claims 1-16), drawn to methods for identifying 
compounds by comparing gene expression profiles of treated and non-treated cells. 

Because there was no requirement for an election of species, while claim 1 is 
generic to all of the elected claims, Applicants believe that all of claims 1 to 16 
encompass the elected invention.
